Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-8 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Rosow et al (5,923,41 6) teach of measuring the MTF of a lens using minimum 
and maximum luminance values. 

As to claims 1-8, the prior of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a lens evaluating method comprising the steps of acquiring a 
background luminance without a test pattern, acquiring a maximum luminance with a 
test pattern, acquiring a minimum luminance with a test pattern and calculating the 
resolution evaluation value based on the background luminance value, the maximum 
luminance value and the minimum luminance value, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of claim 1.
